Thissection presentscrimeindex offenses, crimeindex offensearrests, drug crimearrests, and supplemental
dataoffensesreported to police. Thel-UCR crimeindex offensesand arrestsincludethe categories of murder,
criminal sexual assault, robbery, aggravated assault/battery (including attempted murder and ritual mutilation),
burglary, theft (including burglary from amotor vehicle), motor vehicletheft and arson. Thedrug crimearrest
sectionincludesviolations of the Cannabis Control Act, Controlled Substances Act, Hypodermic Syringesand
NeedlesAct, and Drug ParaphernaliaAct. Thesupplemental datasectionincludesthe offensesof crimesagainst
school personnel, crimesagainst children, domestic crimes, and hate crimes categories. Dueto thevolume of data
reported, only state and county totals are published for the crimeindex offensearrest, drug crime arrest, and
supplemental datacategories.

Caution should be exercised when reviewing and using thisinformation. Many socid factorsrelatedto crime
and acommunity’ spopulation must be considered when making satistical comparisons. For example, acommunity
may haveasmal resdentia population but alargetrang ent popul ation because of asubgtantial number of employers,
motels, entertainment attractions, etc., withinitsjurisdiction. A largetransient population increasesthe potentia for
crimina behavior withinasmall jurisdiction. The population-based crimerate cal cul ation does not compensatefor
atrangent population, and the stati stics can makeit gppear that crimeismore prevalent than reality would indicate.

Thelaw enforcement employeeinformation totalscons st of sworn, civilian, and auxiliary personnel whowere
employed by sheriffs offices, police departments (including thosethat report datadirectly andindirectly tothel-UCR
Program), colleges, and universitiesas of October 31, 2002 (seepage 215 for law enforcement employee definitions).

Each county total reflects crime datareported by police departments, sheriffs’ offices, colleges, and
universitiesthat arelocated within each county. Sincethe Secretary of State’ sOfficehasdidtrictsthet are statewide,
the Secretary of State’ s Officetotalsare not reflected in the county total but arereflected inthe statetotal. Data
reported from non-traditional jurisdictions, such ashospitals, airports, etc., may have been previoudly reported by
another reporting agency and are excluded from the state and county totals.

Variationsfrom the 2000 actua censusfiguresarearesult of agpecia censusor correctionsreceived from
the U.S. Bureau of the Censusor from the reporting agency.

Sinceasheriff’ soffice populationiscal cul ated by subtracting the I-UCR reporting agencies population
from the county popul ation total, multi-county jurisdictionsmay impact asheriff’ sofficecrimerate. Therefore,
unlessotherwise noted, the l-UCR Program has proportioned each of the multi-county jurisdictions’ crimerate,
crimeindex total, and each of the eight crimeindex offenses based on the percentage of the populationresidingin

each county. Insome cases, the percentages may not equal 100 dueto rounding. Therewere 62 citieswith I-UCR
reporting jurisdictions located in more than one county (see appendix pages 237-249 for alist of citiesand
counties).
